I think there is force in your comments on the effectiveness of special 
appeals for dePinite sbjects by individual missionaries at home on firiough, whe 
might not be very effective in general appéale; but the contraet, vo my mind, is 
not between general and specific appeals, but between specific appeals for the 
items in the appropriations and spevifie appeals for items outside. whe only dif- 
ference between the twe is that the former are regarded by both the Mission and 
the Board as the more important and necessary, It seems to me that in justice 
to the donor, he ought to be flirat solicited to give his money for that which we

Your good letter of February 28th, with Dr, Lucas", has just been 
teceived, I have just been writing to Dr, Lucas, acknowledging his letter, 
and cannot do better than quote what I said to him: 


“Your good letter of February 22nd, with reference to Gwalior, is 

just received, I wish it were possible to hold out some hope of this appro- 
priation, and also the appointment of the additional missionaries needed, but 
there is no possibility of it. In order that we may come through this year 
without deficiency, it will be necessary for the Board to receive, during March 
and April, $737,701.26. During these two months last year the Board received 
Peiaeras’ You see, accordingly, that there will have to be an increase of 
186,408.53 before the end of the year if we are to escape deficit, and already 
for next year the budget is far beyond anything the Board has ever known before, 
even without any increase for the native work, This is in part due to tncreased 
missionary salaries in some fields, inpart to a slightly increased number of 
missionaries, and in part to very much heavier expenditure for furlough travel, 
due to the reduction of the term of service in many fields, The tendency in 
every field seems to be to some auch arrangement as you now have inIndia, of six 
months furlough at the end of five years, and this will require a grest deal 
more money for travel and will absorb a considerable part of any increase of 
gifts which may come from the Churches, Still, the Church is abundantly able 
to provide all that is needed, and we are hoping that it may not be. long before 
she awakes to her full duty and privilege." 


I om writing to Philadelphia, and shall forwend your letter of 
January 51st. I don't know whether they will be able to do anything more over 
there. ‘don't imagine that they will have any resources on which they could 
draw for the house, which they are not already drawing upon in order to be able 
to meet the present year's budget, 

I would acknowledge, also, your letters of February 7th and 16th, 
The letter to your brother Charles, which you enclosed in your letter of 
February 7th, was forwarded to him, and your letter for Dr, Halsey, sent in 
your letter of February 16th, was handed to him,

_I was reading, recently, on a long railroad journey, in connection with 
missionary meetings preparatory to the Philadelphia Convention, an auto-biography 
@ the late Bishop Whipple of Minnesota, entitled "Lights and Shadows of a Long 
Byiscopate." The Chureh atmosphere was not a little different from that which 
we know, but it was a truly uplifting and stimlating experience to walk through 
th years with this vigorous, faithful Christian, as,he fought against wrongs, 
esjecially the wrongs from which the Indians suffered, and as he sought to win 
menin love. The book was full of interesting atories of the Indians and of 
Bisiop Whipple's various experiences, He said the Indians had a great sense of 
humor. He tells how the first Indien clergyman in his diocese, Eumegahbowh, 
 glways “too pleasure in relating stories to show thie characteristic of his 
people, and told me the following incident which occurred when he was on a visit 
to Washington with some Indian chiefs, “They were dining at a hotel, and one 

of ths number, seeing a white man use pepper-sauce, took the bottle when passed 
to hin and shook it over his plate, After taking a mouthful of the fier condi- 
ment, he kept’ an immovable countenance, although he could not prevent the tears 
from coming, Hés neighbor asked him why he was crying, and the answer came, 

*T wag thinking of my dead grandmother.* A moment efter the second Indian too’ 
the bottle and used it with the same lachrymoseg result, The first man leanr* 


toward him end asked "hat are you crying for ?' ‘I am crying,’ was the gf, 
‘becaulse you didn't die whan your grandmother did. '" 
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th ane @ the Bishop's earlier fielda, there was @ High Church Episcopalian - 
clergymm ho was aileo a very earnest worker among the factory people. He 

uged tq preach at the gate of the factory to the men who would gather around him after 
work or at lunch time, One day an atheist broke in and said, “Sir, I understend 
‘that you believe in the devil, I should like to see the devil." "Oh, have 
patience, my friend," replied the preacher, One of the Bishop's first lessons 
e@ a preacher was from an old judge, whe, after what Whipple felt was a great 
fermon, laid his hand on hie showtder and seid, “Henry, no matter how long you 
Tive, never preach that sermon again, Tell man of the love of Jesus Christ 

and then you will help him," "It taught me," said Bishop Whipple, "that God's 
message in Josue Christ is to the heart." He was an indefatigable and tactful 
winner of souls, and a faithful peas of the Gospel in love, "One reason," 


said he, “why men do not heed the Gospel is because they do not hear the Gospel 
preached. Men who sin and suffer care little for philosophy, but they will 
hang on the words of one who tells of Jesus Christ, as if he were a messenger 
bringing pardon. I would not sit in judgment on the sermons of the clergy, 

i have heard many poor sermons, and I do not recall one which would not have 
helped me, had I treasured the erain of God's truth which it contained, “ But it 
is true that in religion, ag in all other things, men will listen to one who 
believes implicitly in his message. You cannot make othersbelieve until you 
believe yourself."

T eneloge a copy of a letter to the Mission, I would add just a 
personal word, however, regarding some misunderstending over the Cawnpore Property 
Funds, We received, several weeks ago, a notice from Dr, Ewing of a draft 
drawn on the Board for 408-18-8, - approximately $2000.00 Gold - for the Cawnpore 
property. We had already paid a draft for $2,679.05 on thie mame account. 

“he total amount appropriated was $5,727.79, so that the draft sent in by 

Dr. Ewing overdrew the aacount nearly $900,006. Furthermore, $1000.00 of the 
$3,727.79 was Mr, Severance's gift, which he gent in with the specifi¢ statement 
that. it was not to be ino luded until the whole amount had been raised, so that 
Dr. Ewing’s drafts far overdrew all the money in hand and available. We have 
Since received Mr, Converse's $1000.00 which ig available at once, and it may be 
that you have since seen Mr. Severance and that he has withdrawn the condition whieh 
he attached to the payment which he sent in, Even still, however, the account 
is overdrawn, and we notive that in sending in the notice of the draft, Dr. Ewing 
altered the reading of the printed notive by substitating the amount of the 
pledges for the amount of the appropriation, as though it were legitimate to draw 
adraft against the pledge, This igs a mistake, of course, and we have talked 
with Dr. Ewing about the matter, No draft should be dram excepting against 
actual appropriationa, As soon as the money is paid in on the pledges it will 
be appropriated, and the Mission Treasurer will be informed, and he can then draw 
ageinst it, but if pleges are to be drawn against the Board, the Board will be 
out of tens of thoutands of dollars, I hope that all the pledges may be paid 
in, and if there is anything that we can do here to help you in collecting “hem, 
We child bd gid to do do. The Ureadurer "a Ofrige tolia me that youd hot cite 
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any canplete list of the pledges. 

The total airoullt rebbived thus far for the Cavmpore property is 
$4519.61. At, the next meeting of the Board, the balance of thig above the

Your good letter of February 22nd, with reference to Gwalior, is 
just received. 

I wish it were possible to hold out some hope of this appropration 
end also the appointment of the additional missionaries needed, but there is 
no possibility of it. In order to comé through this year without deficiéncy 
it will be necessary for tne Board to receive, during Mareh and April $737,701.26 
During these two months last year, the Board received $557,292.73. You see, ac- 
cordingly, that there will have tobe an increase of § 180,408.55 before the end 
of the year if we are to escape deficit, and already for next year the budget 
is far beyond anything the Board has ever lnown before, even without any inerease 
for the native work, THis is in part due to increased missionary salaries in 
some fields, in part to a alightly increased number of' misSionaries, and in part 
to the very mech heavier expenditures for furlough travel, due to the reduction 
of the term of service iin many fields. The tendency in every field seems to 
be to some meh arrangement ss you now have in India, of six months furlough at 
the end of five years, and this will require a great deal more money for travel, 
and will absorb a considerable part of any increase of gifts which may come from 
the Ghurehes, Still, the Church is alundantly able to provide all that is 
needed, and we are hoping that it may not be long befwre she awakes to her Pull 
duty and privilege, 

Tt has been good to have some good Jong talks with Dr, Ewing, and 
we shall have more ss the dayg go on,
